necessary. 

The two sides are less than 
one per cent apart on a new 
one-year contract for the 
1991-92 school year. The last 
contract expired in September. 

Trustee Ken Turnbull who 
represents the County of Moun¬ 
tain View board of education at 
the bargaining table, told last 
week's board meeting that the 
teachers broke off talks after re¬ 
jecting the association's offer of 
a 5.2 per cent wage increase. 

The teachers want 5.6 per cent. 

The 5.2 per cent offer 
would raise the salary of a 
teacher with 11 years ex¬ 
perience to $50,500 annually, a 
$2,496 raise, said Mr. Turnbull. 

In addition, 75 per cent of 
Alberta Health Care, dental and 
extended health care premiums 
would be paid on the teacher's 
behalf. 

The contract also offered 
increases in principals' and 
vice-principals’ allowances, 
and increased pay for substitute 
teachers.

Sexual Activity." The Bill also 
outlines cases which do not 
indicate consent, such as when 
the complainant is drunk Fur¬ 
ther information is available on 
request 


must be followed to admit this 
evidence and defines consent to 
sexual activity. 

Guidelines of the past sexual 
history of the complainant with 
the accused or with any other 
person cannot be used at a trial: 
(1) To suggest that the complain¬ 
ant is more likely to have 
consented to the activity, or is 
less worthy of belief; (2) Unless 
the judge finds, using a legal 
test, that the advantage of using 
the evidence outweigh the 
disadvantages; and (3) Until a list 
of factors, listed in the Bill, are 
considered by the judge 

The Bill spells out proce¬ 
dures that must be followed to 
admit past sexual history evi¬ 
dence at a trial: (1) An 
application must be made in 
writing by the accused or on the 
accused's behalf. The judge will 
consider it without the jury or 
public present. He or she will 
then hold a hearing-without jury 
or public—to determine if the 
evidence is admissible. (2) The 
judge's reasons to admit the 
evidence (or any part of it) must 
be recorded, and must show the 
factors that affected his or her 
decision

The Minister of J ustice, K im 
Campbell has announced Legisla¬ 
tion to amend the Criminal Code 
(Sexual Assault). 

The purpose of this Bill is to 
protect the victim of a sexual 
assault from unnecessarily re¬ 
vealing his or her past sexual 
history in court while upholding 
the rights of the accused to a fair 
trial 

On Aug 22, the Supreme 
Court of Canada struck down 
Section 276 of the Criminal Code 
Known as the "Rape Shield" 
Provision This section protected 
victims from disclosing their 
sexual history during a sexual 
assault trail except in three 
narrow cases The law must take 
into account today's reality of 
violence against women These 
amendments are a first step in a 
major review of sexual assault 
laws They are a clear message 
that such violence is not 
tolerated 

The Bill sets strict guidelines 
that must be met to admit past 
sexual history as evidence It 
clearly outlines what procedures

Oke resigns school board seat

Dr. Edward Oke, citing a 
move to Calgary where he will 
serve as the first academic dean 
of Rocky Mountain College, 
resigned his seat last week on 
the County of Mountain View 
board of education.

Mountain View Bible Col¬ 
lege will close at the end of the 
current school year and move 
to Calgary where it will amalga¬ 
mate with Hillcrest Christian 
College of Medicine Hat to 
form Rocky Mountain Bible 
College. 



Edward Oke 


Dr. Oke served on the 
board of education since his 
election in 1989. He was chair¬ 
man the first two years and had 
recently been elected vice- 
chairman for 1991-92. He had 
earlier served on the board for 
seven years. 

In a letter to The Review 
(Please see Page 4), Dr. Oke 
said he had enjoyed his associa¬ 
tion with the board and in fur¬ 
thering the interests of educa¬ 
tion in this county. 

A graduate of Mountain 
View Bible College, he has serv¬ 
ed that institution as academic 
dean, president and teacher. 

His resignation leaves two 
vacancies on the board of 


education. Another urban 
trustee, Gerd Andres of Olds, 
resigned earlier this year be¬ 
cause of a move to another 
community too. 

Board chairman Dave 
Derksen said the board had 
decided against holding by- 
elections to fill the positions 
because under the rules, the 
board can function with up to 
two vacancies during the last 
year of its mandate.

Christmas bird 


count takes in Olds 


Have you ever stopped to 
notice the many different 
species of birds in the Olds area 
this winter? 

If you have, you're not 
alone. In fact, you'll be in the 
company of countless other 
devoted watchers if you join 
this year's “Christmas Bird 
Count." 

It's all part of a scientific 
study being done by the Kerry- 
wood Nature Centre and the 
Medicine River Wildlife Rehab 
Centre in Red Deer. Wildlife 
Rehab President Carol Kelly 
says the information gathered 
from watchers will be extreme¬ 
ly helpful in determining mis¬ 
placed species potentially in 
danger. “Every year there 
seems to be a few more spec¬ 
ies, like Robins, for example 
that aren't supposed to be here 
. . . I don't know if it's part of 
global warming or what but we 
like to know which species 
aren't doing very well here, and 
why . . . that way we have a 
record of the patterns being 
set," Kelly says. 

While Kelly will basically 
collect information from watch¬ 
ers specifically in her area, 
around central Alberta the 
Christmas Bird Count, she says, 
is very widespread. “Bit by bit 
each year we get more and 
more people responding to this 
event . . . bird watching is the 
fastest growing hobby in North 
America and any municipality 
in the province can partici¬ 
pate." 

The best thing about bird¬ 
watching, according to Kelly, is 
that anyone can take part- 
young and old alike. "It's the 
kind of activity that can be as 
physically demanding as you 
wish to make it. We have a lot 
of watchers, for example, that 
simply enjoy counting the dif¬ 
ferent species landing on their 
bird feeders outside their kit¬ 
chen windows.” 

Kelly says many families en¬ 
joy participating in the event by 
making it into a family nature 
walk. . .It's a good excuse to 
get out after Christmas and 
wear off some of that turkey

Some of the more common 
species sighted in the Olds area 
include: Blue (ays. Gray jays 
(also known as Whiskey jacks), 
Black Capped Chickedee, 
Boreal Chickedee, Evening 
Grosbeaks and Pine Grosbeaks. 

Most of the birds included 
in the bird count for Central 
Alberta include these, although 
there are always some sur¬ 
prises. "That's what makes it in¬ 
teresting." Kelly says, "it's a 
learning experience for us as 
well." 

Entry forms for the Christ¬ 
mas Bird Count can be picked 
up at either the Medicine River 
Wildlife Rehab Centre or Red 
Deer's Kerrywood Nature Cen¬ 
tre. Everyone who signs up is 
invited to attend a potluck sup¬ 
per at the end of the day in Red 
Deer.

Was J esus Born of A Virgin? 

Many people today question 
the fact that Jesus was born of a 
virgin because they cannot see 
how this could possibly have 
come about. You and I cannot 
explain it. But, simply because 
we cannot explain it, is not 
enough reason to doubt the 
validity of this miraculous event. 

According to the Holy 
Scriptures, we are distinctly told 
that Jesus Christ did not have an 
earthly Father, rather, Jesus was 
born of the Holy Spirit and of 
Mary. Jesus had an earthly 
mother but a heavenly Father. 
There can be no disputing the 
scriptural evidence because of 
it's preciseness and clarity. 
People who choose to disbelieve 
the account of the virgin birth of 
Christ do so, not because of lack 
of evidence in the Word of God, 
but because they do not want to 
accept the fact that this miracu¬ 
lous event actually took place in 
that first Christmas season 

But why would anyone not 
want to believe the account given 
by God in the Bible? What are 
the implications to accepting the 
Virgin Birth of Christ? 

If one accepts the record as it 


stands and believes in the virgin 
birth of Christ, then one, 
likewise, must believe that 
miracles happen This event 
could not have taken place 
without a supernatural interven¬ 
tion on God's part It took a 
miracle for Jesus to be born of a 
virgin.

Thaw, stuff, store Christmas turkey safely 


Your kitchen may be the 
weakest link in the food safety 
chain, and one of the times when 
cooks should take special care is 
with their Christmas turkey says 
an Alberta Agriculture food 
specialist 

"There are a lot of food 
poisoning hazards if you don't 
thaw, stuff, cook or store turkey 
properly," says Linda St. Onge of 
the home economics branch, "so 
to keep everyone's holiday dining 
experience pleasurable, follow 
some simple rules in preparing 
your turkey." 

St Onge says there are four 
safe ways to thaw a turkey. The 
bird can be thawed in the 
refrigerator, placing the turkey 
on a tray to catch water. Allow 
about 10 hours per kilogram of 
meat for thawing Thawing is 
also safe in cold water if the 
turkey is put in a water tight bag 
or container, she says. Allow two 
hours per kilogram for complete 
thawing A turkey can also be 


thawed in the microwave, using 
the manufacturer's instructions 

"You can also thaw your 
turkey at room temperature if you 
follow special precautions Insu¬ 
late the turkey in a tightly closed 
heavy brown paper bag or with a 
thick layer of newspaper or 
towels. An insulated, covered 
cooler also works This insulation 
allows the turkey to thaw at a cold 
enough temperature to maintain 
food safety," she says. With this 
method, allow three hours per 
kilogram for thawing. 

Two other tips on thawing 
are: keep the frozen turkey in its 
original plastic wrap with any of 
the thawing methods; and, once 
the turkey is thawed, keep it 
refrigerated and cook within 48 
hours. 

The next step is stuffing the 
turkey, and stuffing can cause 
problems if not properly handled 
"Stuffing should be cooked 
separately from the bird for 
maximum safety. Because warm

stuffing creates an ideal environ¬ 
ment for bacterial growth, its 
presence in the bird can be 
hazardous before, during and 
after the turkey is cooked," she 
says. 

If stuffing is cooked in a 
separate casserole dish, add 
extra liquid so it will be moist 
enough to stick together Add 25 
millilitres (ml) [two tablespoons] 
of liquid for each 250 to 375 ml 
(one to one-and-a-half cups) of 
dressing Removing some of the 
juices from the turkey's roasting 
pan is a good choice she says

On the other hand, if you 
prefer to stick with the tradition¬ 
ally stuffed bird, St. Onge has 
some advice. "Remember stuff¬ 
ing can only be done safely just 
before the turkey is popped into 
the oven Never stuff a turkey the 
night before roasting or before 
freezing the bird." 

Once the turkey is cooked, 
immediately remove all the 
stuffing If stuffing isn't removed 
it may stay warm long enough for 
bacteria to contaminate the 
leftover turkey and stuffing 
Leftover stuffing must be refrig¬ 
erated and used within three 
days 

The best roasting tempera¬ 
ture is 325 degrees F (160 
degrees C). Higher temperatures 
cause protein toughening and 
shrinkage Lower temperatures 
aren't recommended because 
naturally present bacteria might 


not be killed. 

"Once the turkey has started 
roasting it must be completely 
cooked before removing from the 
oven," St. Onge says The turkey 
can be covered with a loose tent 
of aluminum foil. During the last 
half hour of cooking, remove foil 
to baste and allow the bird to 
brown. 

The most reliable way to test 
"doneness" is with a meat 
thermometer. An internal thigh 
muscle temperature of 185 
degrees F (85 degrees C) 
indicates the turkey is cooked 
The internal temperature of 
stuffing should be at least 165 
degrees F (74 degrees C). 

After cooking, keep the 
turkey hot, above 140 degrees F 
(60 degrees C) or refrigerate at 
below 40 degrees F (4 degrees 
C). The turkey shouldn't be left 
at room temperature for longer 
than two hours.
